The 
trial in question succeeded perfectly ; forty 
one soldiers slipped down from the fifth story 
of the barracks of Martinville, and reached the 
ground without accident. 

This simple but excellent invention will no 
doubt be of great service in rescuing peteons 
from the frightful predicaments to which they 
are but too often exposed in this preparatory

This variety of barley should be 
sown some time between the 15th ef Septem- 
ber and the Ist of November, requiring about 
two bushels of seed per acre. It will ripen ten 
days earlier than wheat, and leaves the ground 
in good condition for that grain. 


Pasesirs ayy Toasips ron Wierer Usr.— 
These are frequently placed in cellars without 
any covering, where, after a few weeks, they 
become dry and shrivelled, and of little value. 
They should be always packed with some co- 
vering to preserve the moistare. Nearly dry 
sand will do well, placed in long boxes, so that 
as the roots are used, beginning at one end, 
the sand may be shovelled back in gradually 
passing towards the other end. There is an- 
other substance more convenient than sand, 
where it can be had. This is damp moss, It is 
so light and clean that it forms an admirable 
covering for all vegetables kept in cellars, 
which should be moist and fresh, as turnips, 
parsnips, potatoes, cabbages, beets, Ac. 

Corrie Grarts.—We advise those who in 
tend to graft plums next spring, and the more 
tender sorts of the pear, to cut the grafts now. 
A severe winter, if it does not kill them, lessens 
their vigor and freshness for starting in the 
spring. They may be packed with damp moss 
in a box, and kept in acool cellar.
